In pronouncing sentence the court re- 


viewed the crime <ui<i declared that "no 
greater continuing punishment could be 
inflicted upon a young, intelligent man 
thna to imprison him for life." 


The court said in part: 
"The brain that conceived, find 
the 


hand that inflicted that, mortal wound 
was trained find skilled in the use of 
the. knife. 
With one blow the weapon 


penetrated a vittU part and almost in an 
initant her life went out; and T believe 
tlmt while the warm blood was still 
flowing from the gaping wound, you de- 
nuded her body and allowed it to lie on 
the ground, r.nd t!io fall rains to beat 
upon it for two weeks, until by accident 
the body was found. 


Leniency No Virtue 


"Much leniency in this case would not 


be a virtue, but rnthrr a condemnation 
of the crime. I shall spare your life and' 
bo more merciful to you than you were 
to your victim. 


"I know no greater continuing punish- 


ment that can be inflicted upon a oung 
intelligent man than to imprison 
him 


for life.

tiary close behind you, you must aban- 
don all hope of freedom on this earth.

With a warm summer the cry of a fam- 
ine is heard and again the rates are in- 
created. 
v On account of the extreme cold woivth- 
or thus far this winter it was supposed 
that every single obstacle was removed 
from the rosy path of th« ice man. But 
with all of the advantages trouble, has 
arisen. 


Now the ice has frojicn too thick, in

August 12, 1902, Jfl isisjwny X, 22d Wis- 
consin Infantry. Mr. Kelly was with his 
company during all its marches and most 
of the engagements during the war, prov- 
ing a courageous soldier until ordered to 
Jliiwaukee, where he was discharged June 
ilath, 18C5, under surgeon's certificate of 
| disability.

After being discharged Mr. Kelly came 


[back to Racine, and a short time after 
went to Anamosa, la., where he worked 


I as a photographer and landscape painter, 
having obtained a high degree of skill in 
that artistic line of work before he enter- 
ed the Army. He was also a resident of 
Spn-rt-a and La Crosse and came back to 
Racine in 1883, since which time he was 
engaged in portrait painting and had a 
wide reputation, in this line of business. 


Wins Art Prizes 


At the American Photographers' con- 


vention,, in Minneapolis, July, 1888, he 
took firtet pri7x> for black and white por- 
traits executed with the air brush. Mr. 
Mr. Kelly was married in Caledonia, Wis., 
1800, 
to Hannah A., daughter of John and 


Mary Howard. His wife died Jan. 2. 
1867, 
and July 27, ISfiS, he was again 


married to Mary T., daughter of Robert 
Davis, at Geneva, Wis. 


Mr. Kelly was a good and loyal citizen 


and always assisted in the building up 
and progress of the town. He was a 
member of Governor Harvey Post. Xo. 
17. G. A. R., of the Knights of Pythias 
and the Masonic fraternity. There sur- 
vives a widow and seven children. Three 
sons and four daughters. 
The time of 


the funeral will be announced later. 


Crothers 


Hugh CrotherR, one of the early set- 


tlers and pioneers of Racine county, died 
last night, at his home near Thompson- 
ville, nyed S3 years. In the demise of 
Mr. Crothcrs there passed away one of 
the survivors of the Indian war, known 
as the Black Hawk disturbance. He was 
also on the gunboat Vanderbilt, previous 
to and during the civil wnr, acting as 
fireman.
